The U. S. position is that 
the place for concluding the nego- 
tiations in Korea, and later on the 
UN general assembly could decide 
on a political settlement. There is 
no veto right in the assembly.

Washington, Jan. 3 (/T'l — What is 


happening at the much-invcstigaled 
Reconstruclion 
Finance Corpora- 


tion (RFC) again claimed the at- 
tention of senators today. 
•Sen. 
Fulbright 
(D-Ark), 
who 


headed the original senate probe of 
the big government lending agen- 
cy, told a reporter that members 
of his banking subcommittee 
are 


going to "watch very closely" all 
changes at- the higher levels 
of
